TO THE ASSISTANT COMMISSIONER FOR PATENTS: 

1 ) My name is Donna Zimmerman and I have been a patent secretary 
and paralegal at Graybeal Jackson Haley LLP since April, 2003. Before coming to 
Graybeal Jackson Haley, I was a patent secretary for over 15 years at law firms in 
Chicago. 



2) On July 29, 2003, I prepared the subject patent application and the 
accompanying filing documents under the direction of attorney Kevin D. Jablonski,

Reg. No. 50,401 (who is no longer practicing at Graybeal Jackson Haley) for filing 
according to Graybeal Jackson Haley's standard filing procedure. To the best of my 
knowledge and recollection, I included all of the formal drawings (four sheets, 
App. A) in the envelope that contained the patent application and other filing 
documents. 

3) More specifically, in accordance with Graybeal Jackson Haley's 
standard procedure, I prepared a transmittal letter (App. B) that lists all of the 
documents that I included in the application envelope and the amount of the filing 
fee. This transmittal letter, which I also enclosed in the application envelope, 
indicates that I enclosed four sheets of formal drawings as part of the application. 
However, because I filed this application almost one year ago, I have no direct 
memory as to whether I included the four sheets of drawings in the envelope; 
therefore, it is possible that I did not include the four sheets of drawings in the 
envelope.
